Daniel asks : Why not 20m ? 
I think 20m opens here, about 9 a.m. (0400 UTC) while I am at work. 


New England has high activity on 40m during low sunspot cycles 
esp. when 20m is closed, but the band tends to be pretty noisy 
from EU BC QRM. 


In UK, 40m is terrible with BC QRM, so the QRPers use 7.030 MHz 
instead of 7.040 to attempt to escape it. They also seem to use 
80m/QRP quite a bit more than we do. 


Out west,( ~CA ) there is much 40m QRP activity, esp. more 40m 
mobile stations than I ever heard around here. May be due to 
flatter terrain, great wx, or the lack of EU broadcast QRM ?. 


North of MA, it is very hilly, valley and spotty for mobile 
communication. 


While hilltops here are extremely noisy, and valleys block RF very 
well, the bad weather, rocky soil, and EU BC QRM provide some 
otherwise spectacular opportunities for QRP. 


We do less, with less !

I mentioned once that I had discovered that the ferrite cores used in 
the output network of the HW-8 for 80 and 40 meters can go bad and 
result in reduced or no output on those bands. (The other two bands 
use powdered irons, and do not have the same problem.) I wrote an 
article which was published in the QRP Quarterly a couple years back, 
and a small blurb in SPRAT as well. I also had a QST Hints & Kinks 
item on it, on page 72 of the April 1993 issue. I have eight confirmed 
cases of this problem so far. 


Not only can the ferrites used there go bad for some reason, I have an 
interesting demo I do at home where I take a ferrite core, wind some 
turns and measure the inductance, short the coil across a large 
capacitor charged up to 12 volts, then measure the inductance again to 
demonstrate how ferrite can change permeability. (The Q also drops 
substantially.) Experiments with powdered iron cores show that they, 
too, are subject to the same phenomenon but to a vastly lesser degree. 
In fact, the only way you could tell if a powdered iron had been 
"Zapped" would be to measure it before and after on the Q meter; the 
change is quite small. 


(The HW-8 uses type 63/67 material for the cores for 80 and 40 in the 
output network. Those two types are similar to each other and may be 
used interchangeably.)

It will work 
even better if you put it 6 or 18 inches above the shingles. with small 
guage wire (We are talking qrp and low power, right?) it will be invisible. 
I found similiar improvements with random length dipoles fed with ladder 
line.
